NO IRREGULARITY CHARGE 
The Gould case involves no charge 


of irregularity in either the primary 
or the final election but the personal 
qualifications of-^ tho candidate be- 
cause of his connection with litiga- 
tion in previous years. If the senate 
adopts the principle that it can in- 
quire into the business life of an in- 
dividual prior to the time he is a 
candidate for public office, tho op- 
portunity in the future to 
contest 


seats in congress will be materially 
increased. 


With respect to appointments to of- 


fice, the right of the senate to inquire 
into the private life of an individual 
has been conceded as it bears direct- 
ly on the question of personal fitness 
and integrity. But in the matter G* 
elective offices, the congress has not 
had such a clear right. In the case 
of Victor Berger, who was indicted 
for his utterances during a war, a 
successful effort was made to unseat 
him but he went back to his district 
and was elected again. Then congress 
accepted him, -feeling that his constit- 
uency said the final word. 


Virtually the same view has been tak- 


en in recent weeks by Republican party" 
leaders who have 
said that if the 


state of Iowa or North Dakota sends 
a man to the senate with the label 
Republican, the 
party leaders In 


Washington should not interfere with 
the sovereign right of the state. Some- 
what tho same view is held by some 
of the Democratic leaders.

Head Scores Stand of Fa- 
mous Attorney 


New York—OP)—The belief of Clar- 


ence Darrow that it is a civic duty 
to violate the prohibition law is con- 
sidered "anarchistic" by S. 
Edgar 


Nicholson, associate superintendent 
of the New York Anti-Saloin league. 


Mr. Darrow expressed his opinion 


at a debate in which he appeared 
against Major William B. Wright, Jr., 
special counsel for Governor Pinchot 
of Pennsylvania, on law enforcement. 


"There* have been some who had 


nerve enough to disobey the law, or 
wo should probably still be living in 
caves," said Mr. Darrow. "The way 
to get rid of a bad law is not to en- 
force it. That is how bad laws have 
been got rid of through the ages. 
Christianity was bootlegged Into the 
Roman empire." 


The dry law, he asserted, was "put' 


over" on the American people by a 
minority and never could be repealed 
ns a few dry states with a popula- 
tion of 10,000.000—less than the popu- 
lation of New York—could prevent it. 


Mr. Nicholson asserted that Presi- 


dent Coolidge's message to" congress, 
is a "complete answer" to the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Darrow.

GAS EXPLODES 


Half of Total Number of 


Entombed Men Brought 


Safely to Surface 


Princeton, Ind.—(XP)—Rescue crews 


at noon Thursday predicted that the 
dead in the explosion early Thursday 
morning in Francisco mine No. 2 might 
total 20. They based their conclusion 
on the fact that only one half of the 
CD men, were in the shaft when the 
explosion occurred, had been brought 
to the surface. 


Of the 69 men who were in the mine 


when tho blast occurred 32 had been 
brought to the surface, each suffering 
from. injuries. Others who were not 
hurt remained below to assist in res- 
cue work. 


BELIEVE GAS CAUSE 


The explosion." which was believed 


to havo been caused by gas, blew the 
top off the air shaft and sent the cage 
to the top of the mine. 


All of the men of the tir&t shift 


were entombed in mine No. 2. The 
explosion occurred _ about 6:20 in the 
morning, a few minutes after the men 
entered the pit. Mise No. 2 is about 
one-fourth of a mile from Francisco, 
which is seven miles east of Prince- 
ton, in southwestern Indiana. 


SEVEN KNOWN DEAD- 


Seven men are known to have been 


killed In the explosion. 
Two bodies 


wero brought to the surface before 
noon. 
Neither was identified. 


Every available physician and nurse 


was rushed from 
Princeton to tho 


scene of the explosion. The mine had 
been operating under a receivership 
for some time, employing 300 miners.

In 1898, Osman, then chief emir, 


went into hiding. In a couple of 
months he was made prisoner up 
in the hills near Euakim and was 
sent to prison.

Emphasizes Prosperity. Clos- 


es Door on French Debt 


in Report 


Washington—V?)—The nation 
has 


attained a record level of income, and 
there is likely to be no ebbing of the 
high tido of prosperity. 
Secretary 


Mellon reported to congress Wednes- 
day in his annual review of treasury 
activities. 


At the same time he virtually closed 


the door to revision of the French debt 
settlement, and declared that prohibi- 
tion enforcement, also a part of the 
work of the treasury department en- 
forcement, also a part of the work of 
the treasury department, was making 
good progress but should be stimulat- 
ed by tho passage of pending bills 
strengthening the enforcement stat- 
utes. 


Ho also urged legislation to permit 


disposition of the sequestered German 
property and to renew the charters 
of the federal reserve system, and ad- 
vocated passago of the McFaclden 
branch banking bill without the Hull 
amendment restricting branch bank- 
,ing In the future. 


SU3IMARIZES OUTLOOK 


The financial and industrial outlook 


received the lion's share of attention 
in the report. Mr. Mellon declared the 
domestic situation was such that "we 
can look forward to another 
satis- 


factory year." The strength of the 
proserlty, he added, is the "broadness 
of its base" and while spending has 
increased, so have saving 
accounts, 


life insurance writing and the 
pur 


chasing of sound securities by small 
Investors. 


TKe nation's prosperity Is shared by 


the treasury, the secretary reported, 
but he again demanded a year's test 
of the new revenue law before sanc- 
tioning any revision of the tax rates. 
He .endorsed as a permanent policy, 
however, the proposal 
of President 


Coolidge to return to the taxpayers 
the large surpluses of the government 
such as will be available this year. 


In suggesting that congress make 


no move to continue the life of the 
war debt funding commission, which 
expires next February, Sir. Mellon de- 
clared the work of the commission had 
virtually been completed. 


37 PER CENT SETTLEMENT 


The commission has negotiated set- 


tlement representing $9,811.034,094 or 
97 per cent of the total, the secretary 
said. While Greece h*as not concluded

GERMANY IS PAYING UP 


Ger:::?.r!y has made ''loyally and punc- 


tually'' all payments required under the 
Dawes plan for the second rep -tirns 
year, declares Seymour Parkei Gilbert, 
agent general for reparations, in his sec- 
ond annual report. The report says Ger- 
many has made full payments of the sec- 
ond annuity out of her own resources in 
the manner provided in the plan, trans- 
fers hav«_ been made to creditor nations 
smoothly and Germany has cooperated 
helpfully in arranging to facilitate future 
payments. 


This was done despite the fact that 


German economy passed through a try- 
ing period of readjustment which. ap- 
proached a business crisis in the winter 
of 1925-26, when many enterprises went 
out of existence, ''to the great cost oi in- 
dividuals but to the undoubted benefit of 
the country as a whole." From it German 
industry and commerce ''emerged 
freed 


of many encumbrances and complexities 
which were an inheritance of the war and 
inflation, **** and business conditions in - 
general have now become easier than at 
any time since stabilization." 


For two years now German currency 


has remained stable, and exchange has 
grown constantly stronger. 
There has 


been a heavy influx of capital, in form of 
foreign loans and other 
funds 
from 


abroad, at times taxing the capacity of 
German economy to absorb it. While the 
budget remains balanced, the Dawes 
committee is apprehensive, because of the 
extensive scale on which the government 
has embarked in capital expenditures. 
The committee also criticizes adversely 
the method of distribution of taxes 
among the German states. All in all, how- 
ever, Germany has staged a remarkable 
come-back." 


While the year just passed provided for 


the first time a test of Germany's capacity 
to,pay and the capacity of the creclitor 
powers to receive reparations in kind on 
a substantial scale, the coming year will 
afford a more accurate test and figures at 
the close of the fiscal year will have more 
significance! The first two years were a 
moratorium period, with terms especially 
easy in view of Germany's shortage of 
liquid capital. However, 
the favorable 


terms were largely offset by the economic 
crisis through which Germ-ny passed, 
and the losses and deflation required to 
maintain business and government sol- 
vency. She should have no real difficulty 
in meeting the current year's require- 
ments, and if she.does not, the future is 
assured. In this connection it h a note- 
worthy fact that 54% of Germany's 
reparation payments for the'year 1925-26 
were made in kind. Unquestionably, pay- 
ments in kind will continue to be heavy. 
They are provided for by the peace 
treaty, and if they are confined principal- 
ly to the economic needs of the creditor 
nations, such as coal, coke, dye-stuffs, 
fertilizers, timber and other. natural 
products, they wiil not only be healthily 
absorbed, but they will stimulate German 
productivity and the creation of a larger 
export surplus. 
Deliveries in kind by 


Germany go to indicate that only by ac- 
cepting extensive shipments of goods 
from Europe can we expect payment of 
Europe's war debts to us.

Capsicum is an ingredient of nearly all hot 
lini- 


ments or rubbing salves. All of these ingredients 
are volatile and therefore the liniment weakens 
with age and should be kept hermetically sealed in 
.ube or jar.,' 


Many household remedies which are volatile de- 


.eriorate or become inert on long standing in the 
medicine cupboard. Among them arc tincture of 
odin or other forms of iodin. aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, sVeet spirits of niter, the familiar sali- 
cillic-collidion corn and wart remedy (the other 
evaporates, leaving a thick mass), camphor (spirits 
or oil of the gum itself), hydrogen peroxide, as 
well as numerous 
remedies which are too ofen 


found in the family medicine cupboard though never 
do they belong there.

Answer.—No, that is" an old superstition which 


some canning concerns still cherish. The concern 
which prints that scare on canned goods seems to 
lave little confidence in its own prodrict, and I 
think we should take the cue and give such canned 
goods a wide berth. At any rate it .indicates un- 
arogressiveness and unalertness on the part of the 
producer and this should make us cautious about 
relying on the fitness of the produgjt for food.

Washington, D. C. — Plans for a 


fight against the five-day week and 
for wgae reduction in the building 
trades will be formulated at a national 
conference of the National Associa- 
tion of Building Trades 
Employers 


that will be held in Pittsburgh dift-ing 
the week beginning 
December 
13. 


Leaders of the organization are not 
only Declaring that the building indus- 
try can not stand for more pay and a 
shorter work-week, but they nro in- 
sisting that all employers must make 
a united stand for lower wages unless 
the workers agree to speed up and 
give more labor 
in return 
for the 


high pay they are now receiving — 
the highest in history. 


The employers declare that the five- 


day -week is impossible in trie indus- 
try because it would add materially to 
building costs, which are now about 
all that the public can stand, and 
because it would create an artificial 
labor shortagec with a resultant disas- 
trous effect upon" the industry which, 
it Is claimed, is now undermanned. 


This decision is not to be interpreted 


as a fight of the employers upon the 
Unions in the- building- trades. The 
building employers have no desire to 
crush the unions or engage in corf- 
tinual srife w.ih them, according to A.

costs, or that the worker who owns 
his own home pays a price for it 
that is directly proportionate to the 
productivity of his own labor." 


TRAINING OP APPRENTICES 
Plan for further cooperation be- 


tween employers labor in the matter 
of the-" training of apprentices will 
also be discussed at Pittsburgh, it is 
announced. While the supply of labor 
at the present time meets building re- 
quirements it is anticipated that there 
will- be another serious shortage in 
the industry if there is any decided 
crease in building activity. The short- 
age is said to be very threatening, 
especially in the mason trades, which 
up to the present time have been com- 
manding bonuses 
in a number of 


localities because of the scarcity of 
this kind of help. 


Here, again, is a. phase of the labor 


problem whic1' economists say the 
average trade unionist does not really 
comprehend. Highly skilled trades al- 
most invariably do everything in their 
power to limit or reduce the. number 
of apprentices that may learn those 
trades.

Dr. C. J. Hollister, noted dental au- 
thority and member of the 
Pennsyl- 


vania state board of health. In an 
address to the members of Lions, Ki- 
wanis. Rotary 
and Y's Mens club 


at a joint meeting at Hotel Northern 
Wednesday noon. The meeting was 
sponsored by the Kiwanis club. Ap- 
proximately 100 men attended. 


"School medical inspection 
reports 


show that 70 of every 
100 children 


have defective teeth," Dr. Hollister 
said." These "inspections usually are 
hurriedly and 
were not 
thorough. 


Complete examinations of students re- 
veal that not more than two of every 
100 hav eperfect teeth. Science tells 
us that more diseases of the body 
are due to defective teeth than to any 
other cause. It is. therefore, 
very 


necessary that proper 
care of the 


teeth be taught' to the children." 


Dr. Hollister advocated employment 


of dental hygienists. He explained 
that girls could be trained to clean 
and inspect teeth oi school children, 
and advise them how and why to 
keep clean and what to eat and how 
to eat it. He said that girls could 
take special courses in this work for 
which they would receive diplomas. 
These 
could be 
given at engaged 


salaries 
of school 
teachers. Their 


equipment is simple and not costly. 
He said the plan was not a fad or an 
innovation, because it had been suc- 
cessfully tried in many cities. 


He quoted the Mayo Brothers clinc 


of Rochester, Minn., as saying that 
SO per cent of all diseases were di- 
rectly traceable to defective teeth. He 
quoted other famous men who had 
named the teeth as the root of va- 
rious diseases and used these quota- 
tions as proof of his statement about 
tiie importance of the care of teeth. 


"By teaching the children the im- 


portance of clean 
teeth and- clean 


bodies, we awaken in them self pride 


and the desire to be clean." Dr. Hoi-! 
lister stated." That Is the flrst and j 
most important step in, the teaching of 
cleanliness. Children who have clean, 
teeth arc better behaved students and 
more advanced scholars." * 


It is the duty of every man and wo- 


man, as parents, to teach their chil- 
dren the importance of clean teeth. 
Theie are many people today who 
wear false teoth because their par- 
ents were ignorant of the importance 
of daily brushing of teeth. 


"If any of the children of the pres- 


ent generation are forced to wear false 
teeth through lack of early care, they 
can blame their parents." Dr. Hollis- 
ler declared. "Great emphasis is be- 
ing placed on the importance of teach- 
ing children the care of teeth and par- 
ents who do not do so are liable in 
conscience of their children suffer lat- 
er on." 


In a recent contest conducted by 


dentists to see if theie were any peo- 
ple with perfect teeth, only one such 
bet. \\as found among 4S.OOO applicanib 
who thought their teeth were all right.

of disease. Dr. Hollstcr said. They die 
cither a violent death or from old asre. 
Their bodies do not give out in parts, 
first a heart and then a lung, but they 
die almost ajt once, like the wonderful 
one hoss shay.

"Take proper care of your teeth and 


you will have better health. Teach the 
children this important duty that they 
may always be without trouble from 
this source," he wild in closing.
